Viadivostock, March 7.—A fleet of five Japanese battleships 
and two cruisers appeared off this place at 1.25 o'clock yesterday 
| afternoon and bombarded the town and shore batteries. The fleet 
approached from the direction of Askold Island at the east entrance 
of Possick Bay about 32 miles south east of Vladivostock. The 
enemy formed in line of battle but did not approach closer than 5 
miles. They directed their fire against the shore batteries and the 
town, No damage resulted. The Russian batteries did not reply, 
awaiting a closer approach of the enemy. The enemy 
the direction of Askold Island.
